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El estado de California tendrá que reducir su 
número de prisioneros en 44,000 en los próximos 
dos años, según dictaminó un panel de jueces fede- 
rales. Los tres magistrados llegaron a esa decisión 
debido a la población en las 33 cárceles del estado 
actualmente rebasa los 160,000 reos. Sin embargo, 
el sistema sólo tiene capacidad para una fracción 
de ese número, o poco más de 84,000 prisioneros. 
Según la decisión, los jueces consideran que la po- 
blación carcelaria está a un “punto máximo” y que 
el estado “no ha destinado los suficientes fondos 
para absorber el crecimiento”. El bufete de abogados 
Prison Law Office presentó las demandas Plata v. 


Schwarzenegger y Coleman v. Schwarzenegger, las 
cuales propiciaron la decisión del panel. 

El dictámen indica que el estado tendrá que 
elaborar y presentar un plan para llevar a cabo las 
liberaciones de reos en 45 días. Una de las sugeren- 
cias incluye eliminar la ley de Tres Delitos y Fuera, 
bajo la cual criminales con dos previas condenas son 
ingresados a prisión automáticamente por cualquier 
tercer delito, aún si éste es menor. El Departamento 
de Correcciones indicó que se encuentra estudiando 
el fallo. Se anticipa, sin embargo, que el gobernador 
Arnold Schwarzenegger presente una apelación ante 
la Corte Suprema de los Estados Unidos.

pot. El Senador latino Alex Padilla dijo que impulsará la propuesta de incrementar 


el impuesto al tabaco en California para financiar programas de salud afectados 
por los recortes de presupuesto, como Healthy Families. Padilla dijo que está 
“desalentado” por los masivos recortes en el presupuesto del seguro que cubre 
primordialmente a niños de familias de bajos ingresos y que, según expertos, de- 
Jará por lo menos a 500,000 niños sin cobertura de salud. El legislador demócrata 
de Los Ángeles agregó que al reiniciarse la legislatura el próximo 17 de agosto 
planea hacer de la medida SB 600 su prioridad. 

La SB 600 contempla aumentar el impuesto en los productos de tabaco 
en 1.50 dólares, lo que generaría ingresos de unos 1,500 millones de dólares al 
año. Actualmente, el impuesto al tabaco es de 87 centavos. Ese dinero, según el 
Senador Padilla, sería usado para absorber los recortes recientemente impuestos 
a Healthy Families, que fueron de 179 millones de dólares con lo que se redujo 
el programa a la mitad. De no ser aprobada la medida antes de que finalice el 
ciclo legislativo en septiembre, cabilderos esperan poner un referendo sobre el 
tema en la boleta electoral de noviembre del 2010. EFE

El pleno del Senado confirmó a Sonia Sotomayor 
como magistrada del Tribunal Supremo de EEUU, 
lo que la convierte en la primera hispana y la tercera 
mujer que ocupará uno de los nueve puestos de la más 
alta magistratura del país. Sotomayor recibió 68 votos 
a favor y 31 en contra, estos últimos de la oposición 
republicana que, a lo largo del debate de confirmación, 
ha reiterado sus dudas sobre la independencia jurídica 
de la jueza, de origen puertorriqueño 

La histórica confirmación de la jueza Sonia So- 
tomayor como la primera latina del Tribunal Supremo 
de EE.UU. en sus más de 200 años de historia es una 
victoria política para el Presidente Barack Obama pero, 
sobre todo, para la comunidad hispana del país. 

La amplia mayoría de los demócratas en la Cámara 
Alta, donde cuentan con 60 de los 100 votos, condujo a

Las periodistas Laura Ling y Euna Lee, liberadas el pasado martes 
por Corea del Norte gracias a la mediación de Bill Clinton, llegaron 
Junto con el ex presidente estadounidense al aeropuerto Bobo Hope, en 
Burbank, California. El avión que las transportó desde Corea del Norte 
tomó tierra en Estados Unidos, este miércoles donde sus familiares, asi 
como docenas de periodistas y funcionarios congregados desde horas 
antes en el lugar, esperan para dar la bienvenida a Ling y Lee 

El reencuentro con sus familiares, al pie de la escalerilla del avión. 
seguido en directo por las cámaras de televisión, fue extremadamente 
emotivo, especialmente por la forma en la que la hija menor de Euna se 
agarró al cuello de su madre nada más verla. Entre las personalidades 
que les esperaban en el aeropuerto junto a su familia, se encontraba 
el ex- vicepresidente Al Gore, que es el fundador de la cadena de tele 
visión en la que trabajan. Minutos después de que bajaran del avión las 
liberadas lo hizo el ex-presidente Bill Clinton, quien fue efusivamente 
saludado por su colega, Al Gore, así como por los familiares de las 
detenidas, quienes le expresaron su agradecimiento. 

Ling, de 32 años, y Lee, de 36, fueron arrestadas en marzo y con 
denadas en junio a 12 años de cárcel y a trabajos forzados por entrar 
¡legalmente en el país y por actividades contra Corea del Norte. Las 
dos periodistas trabajan para la compañía Current TV, de California, 
fundada por el ex vicepresidente Al Gore. Clinton viajó a Pyongyang y 
se reunió durante más de tres horas con el presidente norcoreano Kim 
Jong Il, quien luego extendió un perdón a Ling y Lee. La secretaria 
de Estado, Hillary Clinton, que está de visita en Kenia, expresó su 
satisfacción por la liberación de las dos mujeres. 

La llegada a EE.UU. de las dos periodistas condenadas en Corea 
del Norte ayudó a rebajar la tensión entre los dos países, cuya relación 
pasa por uno de los peores momentos a raíz de las últimas acciones 
nucleares del régimen comunista.

Obama ensalzó el 
papel desempeñado por Bill Clinton, que ha reaparecido en la primera 
línea política y ante la opinión pública con aires de héroe diplomático 
y a quien la Casa Blanca no descarta otorgarle algún papel oficial en 
el futuro, según comentó el secretario de Prensa de EE.UU. Robert 
Gibbs.

El conocimiento de los dere- 
chos laborales es un tema de suma 
importancia, especialmente para los 
migrantes que viven en los Estados 
Unidos, ya que muchos emplea- 
dores se aprovechan de la situación 
migratoria de sus trabajadores y del 
poco conocimiento que estos tienen 
sobre las leyes que los amparan. 

Sin duda, hay mucho por hacer 
para que estos derechos se cumplan. 
Lamentablemente demasiados tra- 
bajadores aceptan condiciones de 
trabajo que los perjudican, porque 
creen que debido a su situación 
migratoria irregular no tienen esos 
derechos, o que no pueden pelear 
por ellos y son víctimas de abusos 
por parte de los empleadores. 

El conocimiento de sus dere- 
chos laborales por parte de los 
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4° Taller de Derechos Laborales en San José 


trabajadores es un paso esencial 
para su defensa. A continuación 
enunciamos algunos de los más 
importantes: 

1. Tienen derecho al salario 
mínimo que establece el estado de 
California, de siete dólares con 
cincuenta centavos por hora. 

2. Después de trabajar una jor- 
nada de ocho horas, tienen derecho 
al pago de horas extras. Cualquier 
hora laborada después de una jor- 
nada de diez horas, se debe pagar 
doble. 

3. Si se trabaja el séptimo día, 
toda hora se debe pagar doble. 

4. Si trabajan para un contra- 
tista, tienen derecho a que se les 
pague semanalmente. 

5. Si los despiden, de inmedia- 
to se les debe pagar lo que se les 
debe. Si renuncian voluntariamente, 
tienen derecho a que se les pague 
lo que se les debe, a más tardar 
tres días después de que dejaron 
de trabajar. 

6. Un lugar de trabajo seguro 
y sin peligros. Si usted necesita 
equipo especial para protegerse, 
el patrón tiene la obligación de 
proporcionar de manera gratuita 
a los trabajadores dicho equipo y 
las herramientas necesarios para 
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desempeñar su trabajo. 

7. El patrón debe proveer a los 
trabajadores de sanitarios limpios 
en el lugar de trabajo. 

8. Los trabajadores tienen 
derecho a un descanso pagado de 
diez minutos por cada cuatro horas 
de trabajo, y por cada cinco horas 
laboradas, merecen media hora para 
comer, sin pago.

San Agustín: Convento de Oro y Cuna de la Independencia 


Los gruesos muros del convento 
colonial de San A gustín, en el centro 
histórico de Quito, que fueron testi- 
gos de la firma del Acta de Indepen- 
dencia del Ecuador, abrazan más de 
425 años de riqueza arquitectónica y 
artística. Con los planos del español 
Francisco Becerra, San Agustín, 
el Convento de Oro de América, 
comenzó a construirse en 1580, lo 
que lo convierte en uno de los más 
antiguos de Quito, una ciudad que 
alberga decenas de iglesias en su 
centro histórico, catalogado como 
Patrimonio Cultural de la Humani- 
dad por la UNESCO. El complejo de 

_ San Agustin comprende la iglesia de 
estilo gótico puro y el convento que, 
a su vez, alberga el claustro bajo, 
con los jardines y la Sala Capitular, 
y el alto, donde ahora se encuentran 
el museo colonial y las habitaciones 
de la comunidad religiosa. 

Cada una de las alas del claus- 
tro inferior tiene diez arcos de me- 
dio punto o peraltados, con nueve 
columnas toscanas de capitel dórico 
y dos pilastras, y alberga lienzos de 
los artistas ecuatorianos Miguel de 
Santiago, de Luis Carrera y otros 
atribuidos a la Escuela Quiteña del 
siglo XVII.

Una Pileta que nació de las 
entrañas de un volcán 

Desde todos los ángulos se 
divisa el patio con jardín y la fuente 
cuadrada en el centro, que terminó 
de construirse en 1665, tras diez 
años de obra, a petición del sacer- 
dote agustino Basilio de Rivera. Con 
piedras sacadas del volcán Pichin- 
cha, unidas con argamasa de cal, 
arena y agua y rematadas con grapas 
de hierro forjado, la pileta tiene en 
su centro dos grandes conchas que 
nacen de una robusta columna que, 
según los estudios, son parte de una 
sola roca, que termina en la escul- 
tura de un niño sobre un león, que

Con piso de ladrillo, la Sala 
Capitular reúne tres estilos comple- 
tamente diferentes de decoración: El 
bárroco español, que se plasma en 
hojas, flores y frutos tallados en la 
sillería de madera de cedro del siglo 
XVII. El bárroco quiteño, también 
basado en elementos de la natura- 
leza, extremadamente recargado y 
que aplica la técnica bicolor: rojo 
y laminado de oro de 24 quilates 
que se aplica en los altos relieves 
en el retablo en el que aparecen tres 
esculturas: San Juan Evangelista, la 
Virgen María y un Cristo con piel 
color canela, elaborado por el artista 
ecuatoriano José Olmos (Pampite). 

El estilo mudéjar está dispuesto 
sobre el artesonado, una estructura 
de techo trabajado para recubrir 
la bóveda. La comunidad de los 
agustinos recogió los cuerpos de 77 
próceres, los trasladó a la iglesia y 
posteriormente a la catacumba, en 
el subsuelo de la Sala Capitular. 
A estos se sumaron los cuerpos de 
otras 300 personas que murieron en 
el enfrentamiento y que terminaron 
en una fosa común. 

Las catacumbas del convento 
se remodelaron en 1950 y en ellas 
también se enterró a Miguel de 
Santiago y algunos benefactores de 
la iglesia. El paso a la galería alta, 
está custodiado por los cuadros lla- 
mados “colosales”, que sobrepasan 
los cinco metros de alto y. que 
relatan pasajes de la vida de San 
Agustín, patrono de la orden que 
en el museo del segundo piso ofrece 
70 obras en lienzo y esculturas del 
arte colonial, donde comienza otro 
viaje por la religión, el arte y la his- 
toria, de la que el convento de San 
Agustín es protagonista y testigo a 
la vez.
